Saturday 
he left there, may be at noon, may be 
at ten o’clock Saturday night. 
The 
most plausible story he tells is that 
he left on an I. & C. ear and got off 
ia this city . Then he say s he went to 
tke railroad, but he don’t « com to re­ 
memb er getting on a train. 
He keeps talking of someone who 
was with him, but he doesn’t know 
much about liis “ friend.” 
Say s he 
was a tall, slim fellow, whom he had 
nev er seen before. 
He say s 
they 


went to the C. H. & D. track to catch 
a train to go to Cincinnati. 
But he 
doesn’t 
remember 
getting on the 
Train. Yesterday lie said that he had 
fallen from a train or car. Today lie 
aid someone might 
hav e 
hit him. 
From the nature of the cuts and in­ 
juries, it seems hardly probable that 
he could hav e made them all by fall­ 
ing from a car or train. 
One is a 
icau cut just behind the ear, which 
ev idently was made with a knife or 
some sharp instrument. 
There was 


no dirt on his clothes, and the only 
damage noticeable about them is a 
sht in his hat which probably was 
made by a knife 
He said Sunday that he had $15 
,un<d it was 
missing 
when he was 
found. 
Today he said he had a few 
pennies, and then later he said he had 
a $5 bill and some change. 
The in­ 
dications are that he had been drink­ 
in g some and possibly he does not 
remember ev ery thing that happened. 
And then he had not become perfectly 
rational y et this afternoon. 
Drs. Ellioft and Pax ton of Glen- 
wood dressed the injuries and took 
about thirty stitches to close up the 
wounds. 
He was then taken to the 
poor farm and Dr. E. I. Wooden has 
keen attending him since. Those "who 
kawe seen the man believ e that he 
was attacked by his “ friend” who 
realized that the man was drinking 
*und struck him to get his money . 
It 
seems probable 
that 
Warr 
was 
knocked from the C. H. & D. train by 
this “ friend” and that a part of his 
hmises and injuries were inflicted by 
the fall. 
Howev er, there is ^v ery 
indication that the man has suffered 
♦oul play . 
He is fast becoming rational and 
may he able to clear up the whole 
affair tomorrow. 
“ I wish I knew who the stiff was 
that hit me,” he keeps say ing while 
suffering from his wounds.

wears a Forester pin and speaks with 
a southern accent.

A group 
of men h eaded by McClellan d an d 
W aite in siste4 th at th ese men sh ould 
h ave th e first call on th e small supply 
of w ater th at poured in to th e sh allow 
places th at h ad been dug. 
Wh en th e men foun d th emselves 
cooped up th ey turn ed n aturally to 
George Eddy an d W alter W aite for 
leadersh ip. 
Th ese men are scien tific 
min ers. 
Th ey h ave h ad y ears of spe­ 
cial ex perien ce. 
Th e ran k an d file of 
th e min ers looked up to an d respected 
th em. 
"Th e first two or th ree day s,” said 
An ton iese, ‘"were day s of con stan t dif­ 
ficulties.

It was estim ated th at th ere were about 
th irty -five bodies in th e h eap.

men apparen tly h ad rush ed to th e door 
just after th e fall came an d h ad been 
killed in a few’ momen ts by black 
damp. 
Fifty -two of th e bodies th us 
far recovered h ave been iden tified. 
Th e ch arge is made th at th ere is a 
con flict of auth ority wh ich is lessen ­ 
in g th e ch an ces of th e men wh o may 
be figh tin g th e black damp in sealed- 
up corridors. It is poin ted out th a t th e 
tw en ty men wh o h ave come up alive 
virtually saved th eir own lives an d all 
th e rescuers did w as to brin g th em up 
to th e surface after th ey h ad fough t 
th eir way to safety . 
Some of th e fire­ 
men ch arge open ly th at th ey could 
pen etrate in to th e un ex plored territory 
if th ey were permitted by th eir superi­ 
ors to do so, but th at th ey are bein g 
held back an d kept at work sh orin g up 
the walls an d puttin g in supports.

Is poin ted out th at fires are still burn ­ 
ing below an d th at th e workers must 
proceed with th e utm ost caution in or­ 
der th at a n ew con flagration may n ot 
be started.

! of State Knox for pu nishing President 
I Zelay a of Nicaragu a for the su mmary 
| ex ecu tion of two Americans, Leonard 
Grace and Leroy Cannon, hav e been 
; laid before President T aft who, it is 
believ ed, will approv e the program. 
The measu res contemplated by Secre- 
‘ tary Knox are said to be of a drastic 
natu re. Orders were sent by the nav y 
departm ent to the transport Bu ffalo, 
which is now at Pinchilinqu e bay , Mex - 
j ico, directing that v essel to proceed as 
rapidly as possible to Panama, where 
j 
she will await orders. 
While the details of Secretary Knox ’s 
plan of action in dealing with Nicara­ 
gu a are not known, it is regarded as 
probable by well informed people here 
th at an apology and su bstantial in­ 
demnities for the families of the ex ­ 
ecu ted Americans will be demanded 
from Zelay a. Mr. Knox may also send 
passports to Senor Rodrigu ez, the Nic­ 
aragu an charge d’affaires here. 
This 
action wou ld be a complete sev erance 
of diplomatic relations between the 
two cou ntries. 
For many months the state depart­ 
ment has desired to eliminate Zelay a 
from Central American politics. 
He 
has not been only obnox iou s to the 
j United States and its diplomatic rep- 
! resentativ e in Managu a, bu t has been 
I regarded by the officers of the state 
departm ent as a political mischief- 
maker. 
He has been charged with 
i instigating rev olu tionary mov ements 
against neighboring repu blics and with 
v iolating the agreem ent of the Central 
American peace conference held in 
W ashington in 19 07 . 
In addition he 
endeav ored 
to 
wreck 
the 
Central 
American cou rt of ju stice at Cartago, 
Costa Rica, officials asserted, becau se 
it rendered a decision against him bu t 
was prev ented from accomplishing his 
pu rpose by the United States and 
Mex ico.

Ke ntuc k y City For Firs t Tim e in Its 


His tory Clos e s Churc he s . 
Paris, Ky ., Nov . 22.—This town has 
been practically cu t off from the ou t­ 
side world, du e to the spread of diph­ 
theria, and all chu rches, schools and 
places of amu sem ent hav e been or­ 
dered closed u ntil the disease has been 
eradicated. 
For the first time in its history there 
were no chu rch serv ices or pu blic 
gatherings of any kind in Paris Su n­ 
day , du e to the stringent m easu res 
adopted by the board of health to 
stam p ou t the threatened epidemic of 
diphtheria.

Missou ri. 
The opinion of the cou rt 
was filed simu ltaneu osly in St. Lou is 
and in St. Pau l. 
In this decision the gov ernment of 
I the United States wins a sweeping v ic- 
disappointment j fiory , and, according to Frank B. Kel­ 
logg of this city , who was the gov ern­ 
m ent’s special prosecu ting officer, the 
gov ernment has won ev ery point for 
which it contended. 
The case will be appealed direct to 
the United States su preme cou rt, as 
the ju dges who signed the decree are 
in effect the ju dges of the United 
States circu it cou rt of appeals, al­ 
thou gh they were sitting for the pu r­ 
pose of try ing this case as the circu it 
cou rt of the eastern district of Mis­ 
sou ri. 
The decree of the cou rt dissolv ing 
the Standard Oil company becomes ef­ 
fectiv e in thirty day s, when, no dou bt, 
a stay will be granted for the pu rpose 
of an appeal. 
When the decree takes 
effect, u nless a stay is granted, an in­ 
ju nction will issu e restraining 
the 
Standard Oil company from a fu rther 
continu ance of its bu siness u nder its 
present formation. 
It appears from the concu rring opin­ 
ion written by Ju dge Hook that the 
company cannot do bu siness u nder any 
other form with the object of stifling 
competition. For Ju dge Hook on this 
su bject say s that it is thou ght with 
the end of the combination the monop­ 
oly will 
natu rally disappear. 
Bu t 
shou ld it not do so, and the members 
of the combination retire from it ex ­ 
cept one who might perpetu ate the 
monopoly by the aggregation of the 
phy sical properties and instru m entali­ 
ties, it wou ld constitu te a v iolation of 
the decree of the cou rt. 
In the trial of the case the point was 
made that the Standard Oil company 
was a beneficent corporation in that it, 
by reason of economy in operation, re­ 
du ced the price of its produ ct. 
This, 
Ju dge Hook say s, can hav e no weight. 
The su it term inated by this decision 
was begu n by direction of the attorney 
general of the United States in 9 t. 
Lou is, Nov . 15, 19 06 . 
Frank B. Kel­ 
logg of St. Pau l was special prosecu ­ 
tor. 
The Standard Oil’s legal talent 
was led by John G. Milbu rn of New 
York. 
Its defense was that the pres­ 
ent organization of the Standard Oil 
corporation was the resu lt of the nat­ 
u ral growth of a great indu stry and 
that no statu te had been v iolated. 
The case is one of the most notable 
in the history of the nation, on acco unt 
o f the im portant indu strial and legal 
qu estions and the financial interests it 
Inv olv es. 
The ev idence filled twenty - 
o ne v olu mes and occu pied more than 
10,000 printed pages and the argu ment 
o f cou nsel more than 300 printed 
pages.

This is well; 
and fa r more than 
one reason. In the first p lace it must 
alway s be disquieting to see any com­ 
munity in transp orts of joy at th?

p ay ment of money that has been bor- 
ijowed and sp ent; in the second p lace 
the dislocation of finances incident to 
the invalidation of bonds m which 
$5,000,000 to $10,000.000 of money 
has been invested is a thing of con­ 
siderable p otential 
disturbance and 
p ainful losses, and in the third p lace, 
one does not like to think that the 
law, as to such investments, is so 
indeterminate and cap ricious a thing 
as it would he if these bonds, issued 
and p aid for on careful leg al advice, 
were to p rove worthless. 
Then, too. every setback to this 
class of p ublic imp rovements is a 
menace to p rosp erity and an incentive 
to skinflint conservatism. 
We could 
wish nothing better for Indiana than 
that it mig ht have the best roads of 
any State in the Union; 
for cheap 
and rap id transp ortation is a p ower­ 
ful civilizer as well as a means of 
g race. It is hard enoug h to g et roads 
built and p avements laid over the p ro­ 
test of nig g ardly 
p rop erty 
owners, 
without having them discourag ed by 
rep udiation of the loans 
that built

The continued decline in the ex ­ 
p ortation of breadstuffs lend inter­ 
est to a statement just p rep ared by 
the Bureau of Statistics of the De­ 
p artment of Commerce and Labor, 
which shows a steady increase in the 
share of the wheat crop of the United 
States consumed at home and thus a 
decline in the quantity sent aboard. 
The ex p ortations of wheat during the 
nine months ending with Sep tember, 
19 09 , amounted to only 27 ,7 68 , 9 01 
bushels, ag ainst 68 ,17 8 ,9 35 busels in 
the samp months of 
19 08 ; 
and 
of 
flour. 
6,28 8 ,2S3 
barrels, 
ag ainst 
9 ,428 ,347 in the same months of last 
y ear, sug g esting that

The statement as p rep ared by the 
Bureau of Statistics show the p ro­ 
duction of wliep it, the imp orts, the 
ex p orts, and thus the consump tion, 
for each sing le y ear since 18 8 0 and 
also the annual averag e for five-y ear 
p eriods.

Gravel Road Bonds Not Invali­ 


dated, Says Judge. 


Indianap olis. Nor. 22.—Th e recent 
decision of th e sup rem e court of Indi­ 
ana declaring th e th ree-m ile grav el 
road law unconstitutional in no way 
affects th e bond Issues aggregating 
from $5,000,000 to $10,000,000 now out­ 
standing, according to th e statem ent 
made by one of th e sup rem e judges. 
Th e decision m erely stop s th e p resent 
construction of h igh w ay s under th at 
p articular statute and p roh ibits th e fu­ 
ture issue of bonds on such im p rov e­ 
m ents, h e declared. 
D ifferent p rinci­ 
p les gov ern th e v alidity of th e bonds 
auth orized on roads com p leted, wh ile I 
th e law was in force, th e judge m ain­ 
tained. 
“Th e question decided by th e su­ 
p rem e court did not touch th e bonds 
issued.” th e judge declared. 
“We de­ 
cided th e p roblem giv en us by declar­ 
ing th e law unconstitutional, but went 
no furth er. 
Th e decision h olds only 
as far as th e sp ecific question it solves 
goes and sh ould not be construed to 
Inv alidate th e grav el road bonds. 
“Th at is gov erned by different p rin­ 
cip les of law and we will giv e our de­ 
cision on it in th e course of tim e wh en 
th at p h ase com es to our considera­ 
tion.” 
Sp eaking of th e 
cases w h ere th e 
bonds h ad been issued and v alue re­ 
ceiv ed by th e tow nsh ip and th e con­ 
struction of th e roads com m enced and 
not com p leted, th e judge said, in h is 
p resent op inion, th ere would be no 
financial loss. 
He suggested th at th e 
bonds could be recalled and th e in ter­ 
est p ay m ents stop p ed, and satisfactory 
adjustm ent betw een th e tow nsh ip and 
th e p urch asers and h olders of th e 
bonds effected.
